Gbotlemen: Having observed, in the Natimal Anti- 
Staoery Standard and other American papers, statements 
that profess to be extracts from the Report of the Rev. 
Janies Vincent to yourselves on the subject of his recent 
mission to this country, I feel it to be my duty to lay 
before you the correspondence which passed between Mr. 
Tincent and myself in relation to his said mission. I 
confine myself to this at present, as it is not my wish to 
become involved in a controversy with Mr. Vincent. I 
must, however, be permitted to express my deep regret 
that the Committee of a Society so useful as yours, and 
with the objects of which we so cordially sympathize, 
should have permitted such statements to go forth upon 
the mere ipse dixit of a prejudiced person, whose course in 
this country, as well as in yours, so far as I can learn, has 
not been such as to entitle his statements to be received 
without considerable abatement.

Ou the 6th of January last, the following minute was 
entered on our books; “ The Secretary read a letter from' 
A. Benton, of Cincinnati, Ohio, introducing the Rev. J- 
Vincent, as an agent of the American R^orm Tract and Book 
Society, and asking for the cooperation of this Society. 
The committee in recording their appreciation of the im¬ 
portance of the new Society, were of opinion that the 
objects of the agent’s visit to this country are more legiti¬ 
mately within the province of the Religious Tract Soatiy, 
and the Secretary was directed to convey to Mr. Vincent 
the views of the Committee.” 

I take leave to remind you, that you came to our office 
the next day, when I informed you that the Committee 
had pMsed the above resolution, and I farther requested 
you to be so good as to permit me—as you chanced to 
have dropped in—to convey to you verbally the Commit¬ 
tee’s views. 

It is possible I may-have departed from the strict rule 
of official punctiliousness, in not conveying these views 
to you in a formal manner. Had you, however, expe¬ 
rienced any difficulty in consequence ef this omission, in 
communicating with your Directors, that difficulty would 
have been removed by an application to me. 

The refusal of the Committee to consent to yonr 
tinning to date your circulars from the Office, was based 
upon sufficient reasons, which were explained to you at 
the time. You having issued any from our Office was the 
result of a mistake on your part. Permission was accorded 
you to have letters directed to you at our office, for your 
convenience, and for you to write your letters there for a 
similar reason, but not to constitute it your Office for the 
objects of your mission. As that was fully explained at 
the time, I should have thought it scarcely worth while 
for you to have broached it again, as a grievance. 

I deny that your mission was not commended in the 
Reporter. Any unbiased person who will read the article 
you refer to, must come to a conclusion opposite to that 
expressed by you as yonr own. The Society you repre¬ 
sent farther received at the hands of private individuals, 
members of our Committee and subscribers to it, pecu¬ 
niary support which I conclude you acknowledged by 
receipt. You will permit me to observe that, under the 
circumstances I have mentioned, your complaints sound 
ungracefully. I would further remark, that you were I 
perfectly aware why no earlier notice of the Society ap¬ 
peared in the R^orUr. It was wholly a question of 
arrangement of matter, and we were bound to insert that 
which had been standing in type, and had a prior claim 
upon our apace, •nWen in, after an, very limited. The 
resolution of the Manchester Union was inserted as an item 
of news. I even sent instructions from Paris, where it 
reached me, that it should be inserted, and matter was 
excluded to make room for it. Your Society—^I hardly 
think you yourself—could not expect a monthly commen¬ 
dation to the exclusion of other equally important sub¬ 
jects. 

That your mission should have failed, will, I 
furnish cause of regret to those who wished it well. But 
those who have any experience in these matters know, 
that the success of any undertaing very materially de¬ 
pends upon the manner in which it is conducted. 

I beg to say that, the Committee were not, as a body, 
aware of your correspondence with the CteyreyotjowaZ j 
Union, though I think one member of the Committee 
knew of it. Your assumption is, therefore, gratuitous. 
Had they even known it, I feel satisfied that it would 
have been impossible for them, conscientiously, to have 
commended yon, or to have encouraged you in the course 
you took. You only did yonr duty to the cause, by expos¬ 
ing the position of the American Board, and 1 believe 
you sufficienty single-minded to think you did not 
be complimented for it. It is, however, a qnestion whe¬ 
ther yonr mode of conducting the controvert was such 
as would command the unqualified approval of any body- 
corporate. 

As yon are of opinion yon were “ better qualified to 
speak to the resolution on the American Church ” than 
any one who was present at the Conference, it is not my 
wish to disturb the equanimity of mind that must arise 
from yonr entertaining so flattering a conviction. I am 
quite ready to admit that you rendered the cause service 
by the facts you submitted to the Conference, and cannot 
doubt but that had we been favoured by the extensive 
knowledge of Mr. George Thompson, Mr. Pillsbury, and 
the Rev. E. Mathews, not to mention that of others, we 
should still have found that you were better qualified 
than any of these gentlemen. I therefore, regret, that 
though the time limited to each speaker was only fifteen 
minntes, and you had twice that time, you were not able 
to occupy the whole sitting. 

You are under an error when you say I desired yon not 
to speak, but to allow others to treat the subject. I merely 
asked you to allow me to ask a question, and to let 
another gentleman have precedence of yon. I may, by 
the way, remark that the Committee did not know you 
were about to attend the Conference. I was not myself 
certain of it, for you had not given me any decided 
answer; though I said, I thought you would do well to 
attend it. As it was quite open, you had the same privi¬ 
leges as any one else. Respecting the copy of the reso¬ 
lutions which you think ought to have been handed to 
you, I beg to inform yon that it is not customary to place 
unapproved resolutions in the hands of any person. They 
were, until laid before the Conference, private, and you 
must have observed that the resolutions were read by my¬ 
self, and that neither mover nor seconder had a copy of 
them. You do not give any reason why an exception 
should have been made in yonr favour.

You have seen, and doubtless your paper of this week 
will contain a report of, an important Slave Case which 
occurred in this city last week, and which is now the 
general subieet of conversation. The facts of the story 
■e, in brief, as follows: 

On Wednesday afternoon last, a note was received at 
the Anti-Slavery Office, stating that there wore three 
persons at Walnut street Wharf, held as slaves, who 
wanted to be free. This note was sent to Passmore Wil¬ 
liamson, ths Secretary of the Old Pennsylvania Abolition 
Society. The object of this Society, as yonr re.iders are 
aware, is, as its name imports, the “ Abolition of ^avery 
and the relief of free people of colonr held illegally in 
bondage.” The Society has been in existence seventy 
years, holds its charter from the State, and had for its 
first and second Presidents Benjamin Franklin and Dr. 
Rush. Passmore is the Secretary of this Society, and 
this case, therefore, as will be seen, came legitimately j 
under his cognizance. He repaired to the place indicated 
and found the persons of whom he was in pursuit; they 
were a woman and her two children-boys, say of 12 and 
14 years of age. They were upon the hurricane deck of 
the steamer Washington, which was about to start for 
New York. The claimant, who proved to be the Hon. 
John H. Wheeler, United States Minister to Nicaragua, 
stood near them. Mr. Williamson informed the woman 
that she was in a free State and could have her liberty if 
she desired it. All she had to do was to go ashore and 
she would be as free as the person who claimed to be her 
master. Wm. Still, who was present, gave her the 
assurance. Her reply to both was that she wanted to be 
free, and she seemed ready to go with them, bot Wheeler 
detained her. He had at first tried to prevent Mr. W. and 
his friends from speaking to her, and failing in that did 
all he could by remonstrance and appeal to counteract 
the effect of their statements. He implored her to stay 
and asked her if she did not want to see her friends ii 
the South again. She said she did, but she wanted to be 
free. By this time, the bell was ringing, and the boat 
about to start. There was a crowd and tumult, such as is 
usual at the starting of one of our line steamers; there 
e to wait. The woman was told to make her 
election; she could either remain and be a slave, 
ashore and be free. She signified in the most emphatic 
manner—when her master was not loooking at her—her 
desire to be free, and that at once. She was then led 
down the stairs of the boat and her children picked up 
and carried after her; one of them cried vociferously. 
Wheeler caught at the woman and tried to detain her. 
Mr. Williamson pulled him back and held him till she 
out of danger from his grasp. She and her boys v 
taken ashore, and put into a carriage, and, amid 

of the spectators, were driven off to a place of 
safety. There was a large crowd, including some police 
officers, on and about the boat at the time, but no one offered 
any resistance. All seemed to regard it as a work proper 
to be done, and to approve of the manner in which it was 
executed. Mr. Williamson behaved very judiciously in 
the affair, and discharged the duty imposed on him, by his 
office, in a manner becoming its importance. To the 
threats of Mr. Wheeler, he replied by giving him his card, 
indicating where he was to be found, if wanted, and say¬ 
ing that he would be responsible for the legal conse¬ 
quences of his action. 

The next day, a writ of habeas corpus was sued out by 
Wheeler and served upon Mr. Williamson, requiring him 
to produce in Court the bodies of the slaves, and on the 
day following (Friday), there was a hearing of the case 
before Judge Kane, of the United States District Court. 
Mr. Williamson for return to the writ answered respect¬ 
fully that the slaves were not now and had not been at 
any time in his possession ; and that therefore he could 
not produce them. Mr. Vandyke, United States District 
Attorney and counsel for the complainant, objected to the 
return as insufficient and untrue in point of fact. Messrs. 
Hopper and Gilpin (Ex-Mayor Gilpin), counsel for the 
respondent, contended that the return was complete, that 
not competent to go behind it, and that if the 
charge of untruth were brought, it should be made the 
subject of another hearing and of a separate and substan¬ 
tial allegation. 

Judge Kane volunteered the suggestion that, if‘the 
counsel for the complainant chose to add"®o evideno® t® 
prove tnai me respondent had been guilty of li® 

should, sitting as a committing magistrate, bind him over 
to answer to that charge. The counsel prompt to avail 
himself of the Bench’s assistance, after the hearing of the 
testimony, including the statement of Mr. Wheeler, moved 
an attachment against the respondent, for contempt, 
not producing the bodies, and also, that he be held to 
answer for wUfol and malicious perjury. Mr. William¬ 
son was allowed an opportunity to “ purge himself of con¬ 
tempt,” and he took the stand, and, under affirmation, 
made a full and clear statement of the whole transaction, 
his knowledge of, or connection with, it extended. 
Judge Kane, in view of the gravity of the case, said he 
would take time to consider and examine it, and that in 
the meantime, the respondent must enter bail in the sum 
of $5,000 for his appearance next Friday morning, for 
further hearing, at which time he would deliver a written 
opinion on the subject. 

On the afternoon of the same day (Friday), five coloured 
en, named Wm. Curtis, J. S. Ballard, Jas. Martin, Isaiah 
Moore, and James Braddock were arrested and brought 
before Alderman Freeman, on the charge of riot, and 
assault and battery, and highway robbery, on the person 
of John H. Wheeler, and in default of $7,000 bail were 
committed to prison. 

On Saturday, Mr. Williamson was again arrested; this 
time on the charge of highway robbery. He had a hear¬ 
ing before Alderman Freeman, and was held to answer in 
of $2,000. At the same time a friend of James 
Martin, one of the coloured men above mentioned, entered 
the required bail, and an order was issued for Martin’s 
discharge. He was in the employ, and had been for 13 
years, of the Camden and Amboy Railroad Company, and 
was anxious to be out to resume the duties of his place ; 
but it was no use, as it proved, for, on returning to his 
post, he learned that he had been discharged. The officers 
of ths Camden and Amboy Railroad, it seems, do not ap¬ 
prove of men in their service taking an active part ii 
favour of Liberty. Measures have been taken to bring 
out the other four persons on a habeas corpus to have their 
bail reduced so that they may be released on security. 
This is the position in which the case and the parties to it 
stand.

The pro-slavery papers of this city make a great hue 
and cry about the “ outrage ” which they say has been 
committed in this case. It is true an outrage has been 
committed—not against Mr. Wheeler, however, . as is 
alleged, bat by Mr. Wheeler. Mr. Wheeler had no 
ness to bring his slaves to Philadelphia. He brought them 
here, contrary, as he himself admitted at one of the hear¬ 
ings, to advice received before he left Washington, and in 
defiance of our laws and in contempt of our public senti¬ 
ment It was an insult to the people of this city, and an 
outrage attempted upon the community. 

Mr. Wheeler, in personal appearance and manner, is the 
last person in a crowd that you would take to be what he 
delights to style himself, “ an accredited minister ” of any 
respectable government. He is as ordinary a looking 
man as you would meet in a day’s journey. His accent is 
marked by the peculiarities of the Southern plantation, 
and he pays as little regard to the rules of Lindley Murray 
he does to tho laws of Pennsylvania. In reply to the 
question as to whether he was a citizen of North Carolina,

d^Kaaen. In our own time an immanneriy change has 
been wrought. States are yearly events. Me might 
keep a register of towns and villages, n.s we do of mar¬ 
riages and births. Cities are turned off with the same 
celerity with which a bucket or pair of shoes is manufac¬ 
tured In consequence, there is a strange violation ol 
our associations. Should one be invited to attend a 
meeting of the early settlers of London with what awe 
would he anticipate the weird assembly of venerable 
gray-beards brought back in sliadowy vision to hfe and 
observation ! But in our land, and especially in the West, 
where everything is done upon a snblirne contempt ot 
history, a meeting of old settlers would bring as 

iolly a set of youngsters as ever laughed and rollicked at 
a log-rolling or cabin-building. The fact is, that we do 
more in a score of years now-a-days, than in the lazy days 
of yore they did in five centuries. And a young man is a 
patriarch at twenty-five, and venerable without a white 
bdiir on his bond! 

We read last winter a pamphlet account of the first 
settlers of Rochester, New York ; and to-day we have 
received a newspaper account of an Old Settlers’Meeting 
at Indianapolis, Indiana. 

The rules admit to membership all persons who were 
at Indianapolis before the year 1827. Now, if we recol¬ 
lect aright, the place was first selected about 1820 ; so 
that seven years was the full period allowed for settlement. 
After that no one was an early settler! 

It is not a little amusing to read the simple events of 
early days, and imagine the interest which will be felt in 
them five hundred years hence. Wliat a racket it would 
make in the historical world if some lucky antiquarian 
should discover the place where the first cabin was built 
at Rome, or the name of the man who cleared off the tim¬ 
ber from the principal streets in early days; or the names 
of the families that concluded to camp down upon the 
site of Athens, or the first impression of the men who con¬ 
cluded to make a settlement on the hills of Jerusalem! 
Can anybody tell ns who cut the first stick of timber on 
the Boulevards ? Can any one ascertain the name of the 
man who raised barley in Cheapside, or pastured his 
cows on the fields where Westminster Abbey stands ? 
But we know some things quite as curious of New York 
city. 

The ground on which Cincinnati stands was once offered 
for a saddle and bridle 1 It would be a strong horse that 
could carry the worth of that saddle and bridle now. 

The names of the men who cleared Main street, and 
several other principal streets of Rochester, are written 
in a book! We have jonrnala and letters, and various 
records which give to our eyes again the unbroken wil¬ 
derness from Albany to Niagara 1 We know many of 
the first men who pushed out for exploration, and their 
opinions of the soil of half the richest counties in the 
State, while they were lying under the moist leaves, un¬ 
touched for centuries with a single golden drop of sun- 
fight 1 

But our object was not to indulge in these fancies of 
our own, but to give a few extracts from the accounts 
rendered at the Old Settlers’ Meeting at Indianapolis! 

The first paper at Indianapolis was the Gazette, pub¬ 
lished by George Smith and Nathaniel Bolton. The 
second name is familiar to all Hoosiers, and its owner 
bids fair to wear it honourably for years to come. A 
man need not be very old to be a Hoosier Cadmus. 
Samuel Maxwell gives an account of himself thus; 


the Quaker lahi-pped the General. 

We will give but a single extract more, from Mr. James 
Blake. Mr. Blake said he would relate some of the inci¬ 
dents of the times of 1821, concerning some of his friends; 

“ I have got here,” said Mr. Blake, “the first docket 
of the first Justice in this County, Mr. Maxwell. In 
those days Courts was held out of doors, the Squire sitting 
m the door of his house as the place of honour. There 
was but one lawyer, and he had to be always present, to 
enlighten tte Court on matters of law. When the evi¬ 
dence WM in, the Squire, to get his counsel with the lawyer, 
would light his pipe and say he would walk about and 
think of the matter. As he went out of the door he 
would gjve the lawyer a wink and walk round the house 
to the right hand, while the lawyer would saunter off to 
the left hand, and thus the two would meet and hold a 
consultation behind the chimney. The Squire would 
tten return and render judgment. The jury would go 
into the woods and sit around upon the logs, about where 
Dr. Cook’s house now is, to make up their verdict. There 
was no jail nearer than Connersville, and the constable 
used to summon the ‘posse commitatus ’ to help him take 
the culprit to jail. Then there would be great times. 
One man would have no saddle, another no bridle, another 
no horse, another neither horse, saddle nor bridle, and 
each would have to borrow the missing article of some¬ 
body else to make up the necessary accoutrements for tra¬ 
velling. Then the guard would meet on the appointed 
day, with their guns and horses, and make all ready for a 
start. Once,” said Mr. Blake, “ when thus situated, just 
ready to start, we heard a cracking among the bushes, 
and looking about, found that the prisoner, finding the 
guard thinking more of themselves than him, had broke 
for the timber. 'They shouted and fired at him, but he 
got away. That was the way the legal business of the 
country was managed then. Mr. Fletcher was the indis¬ 
pensable lawyer (laughter), and his hand-writing could be 
seen on nearly every page of the dockets.” 

'These incidents, and many others which might be 
gatered up, will increase in interest as time rolls on. This 
same excellent man, James Blake, once said to us that the 
first year he lived in Indianapolis he used about once a 
week to go down to White River, about a mile distant, 
to look up and see the sky. In town, the forests were too 
dense for such a luxury 1 

_ Why should not pains be taken in all our Western 
cities to collect and record the incidents of early times ? 
They are precious legacies, fast fading away. Every man 
who dies carries dovra a history with him as well worth 
knowing as the lost volumes of classic writers. We 
especially draire that, next year, pains should be taken to 
bring out the early religious labours of Christian men in 
Indianapolis. No man can estimate the debt which sub¬ 
sequent times will owe to the tenacious fidelity of a few 
Omfistian men, some of whom yet live.— H. W. Beecher, 
in The Independent.

“In February, 1820,my father, John Maxwell, and 
others, came here. They came far in advance of civilizar 
tion. Delaware Indians were still settled along White 
River and Fall Creek. The farthest Northem settlement 
from the Ohio then was at Sandy Creek, this side of 
Vernon. All was wilderness from there to the North. 
In moving, we had to make rafts to cross the streams. 
When we came near this point, we struck toe Indian 
trace, near the point where Mr. Me Clang now lives, and 
toe next day pitched our tents near the crossing of toe 
CrawfordsviUe road and Fall creek. When we reached 
here, we had to live in a log cabin, and eat ‘ flat cake,’ 
without ‘ shortening.’ We had to fare roughly but never 
lived more happily. I was here living in that cabin, 
when toe Commissioners came to select the seat of Govern¬ 
ment. They had visited several places, and finally selected 
this. I attended toe first meeting in toe place, which was 
held in the open air, in toe spot now toe Governor’s Cir¬ 
cle, and toe congregation sat upon the fallen trees and

CURIOUS EXPERIMENT IN BOTANY. 


“ John Maxwell (speaker’s father) was toe first Justice 
of the Peace in the county, and Oorbly toe first constable. 
The first case ever tried, I believe, was a charge of pro¬ 
fane swQaring preferred by Dr. Coe against some man. 
'The speaker then gave a sketch of Dr. Coe’s arrival here. 
The doctor had lived with Mr. Maxwell till a home 
could be built for him. In those davs, corn was 31 
per bushel, and it had often to be brought from Conners- 
We; and when ground, three grains were knocked into 
two by toe miller’s toll. The fare was composed of fish 
and pound cake; toe corn was pounded, toe fine used for 
bread and toe coarse for hominy.” 

Will any one tell us who was toe first Justice of toe 
Peace in Thebes ? Who was first constable in Athens ? 
Who was toe first doctor in Rome ? 


“ Mr. Maxwell closed with a brief account of his life 
after leaving here; had ormnized Montgomery County 
and built the first cabin in Clinton County , and feeling a 
strong desire to ‘ move ’ again, he let his wife choose 
between coming back here and going to Kansas; she 
chose to come here, and thus he said: ‘ I am among 
you again.’” 

Here is a man for you! He oi^anized Montgomery 
County. After founding toe capital, started Clinton 
County, and now is only kept by his wife, in his old age 
(for he must be now nearly fifty.'), from going to Kansas 
to extemporize several Stata before he dies! 

General Hanna thus gives his experiences : 

“ When I came, trees were growing in the Oonrt-House 
square, and no street was clear of timber, except a part 
of Washington. I knew every man in the place, and 
when I saw a person I looked at him, expecting and 
feeling sure that I knew him. Now, I know hardly any¬ 
body, and hardly expect to know a man when I look at 


“ In those days, we had nobody who was too lazy to 
work, or too proud to beg, if need be, but everybody was 
top honest to steal. The general rule with toe settlers 
then was to help each other, everybody assisted everybody 
else, in all their laboors and troubles, and the whole com¬ 
munity were like brothers. I came here AO years old, 
and I helped my neighbours to clear off their timber, and 
get in their hai-vests. We lived then upon venison and 
fish. We had little else, and I was a good hunter and 
fisher. I joined in all toe sports and exercises of the time, 
could sing a corn-husking song, and dance reels, and 
was well prepared for all the social relations of toe day. 
And even now, when I see these sports going on, I feel 
like one of Burns’s ‘ 'I'wa dogs; ’ I want to be ‘ barkm wi 


Demas McFarland, among other remmiscences, gives 
toe following military items : 

“ My next appearance in public life was when toe mUi- 
tia were organized. I was requested to run for captain, 
but refused. There was no election in consequence. The 
colonel threatened, if officers were not elected, to transfer 
US to toe organization at Indian Creek, which would take 
us a long distance from home to muster ; and rather than 
submit to that, I agreed to take the office. I was elected, 
but I wouldn’t treat. But having toe office,! had to get 
a uniform, and that bothered me. But at last I went to 
work and killed eighteen deer, divided the meat with my 
neighbours, dressed toe skins, for some settler had told me 
how to do it, and I had saved toe deer’s brains, and had 
some tools of my father’s, and when dressed, 1 took them 
to Connersville, and sold them for an old epaulette and a 
sword (great laughter). Many of you have seen me 
nourishing with these military accoutrements, and I need 
not describe them.” 

Mr. Samuel Frazier, toe first newspaper carrier of In¬ 
dianapolis, and the first mail, after giviug some account 
of his emigration from Teune&sw, which he left for a dis- 
lili® to slavery, walking 450 miles to reach Indianapolis, 
tlius oHseta the military honours of Mr. McFai-laiid : 


In Sicily there grows a wild grass, which, when ripe, 
at the end of summer, is gathered by toe peasantry, tied 
in bundles, and set on fire; not, however, to be consumed, 
but for a mere scorching. The flame flies rapidly through 
the light husks and beard of toe plant, and leaves the 
seeds slightly roasted, in which state they are eaten with 
considerable relish by numbers of toe rural population. 
What the Sicilians do with their grass might be_ done 
with other grasses, and in other countries, were it not 
that toe seeds generally are too small to repay toe tron- 
ble of producing them for food. If aU were but as large 
as those of toe maize, or even wheat and barley, we 
should hear but few complaints of dear bread. Instances, 
indeed, are on record of grass-seeds having been largely 
eaten in times of scarcity, and with toe desired effect of 
snstainiug life, for all are more or less floury. 

The botanical name of toe Sicilian grass above men¬ 
tioned is JEgdops, or goat’s-eye—toe Greeks having be¬ 
lieved it to be a remedy for a disease that appeara in one 
corner of toe eye. There are three or four species grow¬ 
ing all around the Mediterranean, as well as in toe islands, 
chiefly in toe hot, dry, sandy plains n^ the sea. They 
flourish even on toe scorched volcanic soils, in strange 
contrast to the prevalent aridity, showing toe vital prin¬ 
ciple to be in them unusually energetic, and proof against 
extremes of heat. Moreover, the Mgihps ovata, as 
though sporting with its powers, shoots out another spe¬ 
cies, toe Triticoides, or wheat-like, from one and toe same 
root; not by artificial cultivation, be it understood, bnt 
spontaneously. Clearly, these goat-eyes are remarkable 
plants, and as we shall see presently, they have been ex¬ 
perimented on with remarkable results. 

M. Fabre, an enlightened agricnlturists, of Agde, in 
toe South of France, considering these grasses to belong 
to toe cerealia, began a series of careful e:^erimente on 
the Mgilops ovata, with a view to ascertain what effect 
would be produced upon it by cultivation. A plot of 
ground, sheltered by high walls, and sufficiently distant 
from toe fields of grass and other gramina, was prepared, 
and in tois he sowed a few seeds in 1838. The plants 
grew from twenty to twenty-four inches high, and ripened 
by toe middle of July in toe following year; and though 
with but few fertile spikelets, toe yield was in toe propor¬ 
tion o! five to one. Here was already a difference, best 
understood when we remember that in its wild state toe 
JEgdops seldom grows l^her than from six to nine inches 
with curved stalks, bearing a small flat rudimentary ear 
containing one or two grains. The stalks are extremely 
brittle, and when fully ripe toe ears turn black and fall off, 
like toe leaves from a tree. In these latter respects, M. 
Fabre’s crop of 1839 retained its original habit, for the 
ears were deciduous, and toe stalks broke easily; but we 
see a marked difference in height, and in amount of pro¬ 
duce. The seeds were again sown; and in 1840, toe 
spikelets were more numerons, scarcely an ear without 
two seeds, and these more floury than before, approaching 
toe character of wheat. lu 1841, toe resemblance to 
wheat was still more observable; toe ears, which were 
less flat, had from two to three grains, and the awns or 
heal’d M almost disappeared. In the next year, the 
plants stood still, being slightly attacked by rust; toe 
number of grains, however, was not diminished. Bat in 
1843, toe delay was made np : the stalks grew three feet 
high, aud stronger than in any previous season ; toe ears 
could not be e^y broken off; the grains were plump; 
and one of the plants yielded 380 for 1; another, 450 for 
1. In 1844, every ear was full, and the grains not so 
densely coated as before; and in 1845, M. Fnbre consi¬ 
dered the transformation into wheat [triticurn) complete:

A new feature was now added to toe meeting, which 
we give m the woi-ds of the local historian:

Here, then, in seven years, we have a change effected 
by artifeial means, which may be regarded as one of the 
most extraordinary phenomena of cultivation. The brief 
account we have given of toe history of the experiments, 
shows by what a gradual progress a wild and compara¬ 
tively useless grass was converted into one of our most 
valuable cereals; and more than this, toe question as to 
the origin of wheat may now be considered as settled. 
Botanists have long reptiled the statements, that our cul¬ 
tivated wheat once gi-ew wild iu Sicily, Babylonia and 
Persia; and here we have the explairation. No need 
now to assume tlie existence of a distinct variety ; aud 
already the first scientific iigriculturist of France have 
come to the conclusion, that cultivated wheat, Iritica, are 
only races of jEpltps. 

Since 1845, ii. Fabre has sown the seed, obtained with 
so much care, iu au open field among vineyards by toe 
roadside, and with a return of six or eight fold. The 
stems are straight and sfrong; the ears arc round and 
beardless; the gi-ains very floury; and in no single instance 
has there been any return to the form of the original 
AEgi/ops ovata. After tois, who shall say what may or 
may not be effected by cultivation ? The bearded wheat 
of Egypt is known to lose its beard when cultivated in 
England ; and in some places the country people have 
a notion that our own wheat is changed into rye-gr^ inj 
wet summers. 'Phis may be an error; but one thing is 
certain, that toe more wheat is treated as a biennial, the
